Sweln, i breed, near Poor 
Take, last April. The jury was empan- 
elied and sworn, FE. B. Cogswell, K.C. 
appeared for the crown and H. L. Lan- | 
dry acted for the defence, The case was | 
proceded with before Mr, Justice Sim- | 
mons. 

The évidence of Detective H. N. 
Matheson of the provincial police was 
the first taken, and was to the effect 
that while he was investigating an- 
other murder mystery In the Lac la 
Biche country rumors had come to 
him of the sudden disappearance of 
Alex Swain. This was about the mid- 
die of July and he began to make In- 
quities about the missing man but} 
could get no definite information until 
he found the accused early in Septem- 
ber about 40 miles east of Ponoka. 

He stated that when first question- 
ed by him the accused said that her 
husband left her in a rage on April 
16th, after they had had a quarrel and 
never returned. 

Admitted KMing Husband. 

Then under pressure and believing 
that the detective knew all about her 
relations with one, Philix Joe, and 
that he had told the detective all about 
her husband's disappearance, she told 
another story and confessed that she 
had killed him, She told the detective | 
that she and her husband had gone 
out to inspect their traps on April 
16th. A quarrel arose over her wanting | 
to go and see her son John. Her hus- 
band was walking ahead of her in the! 
path. He carried a rifle and she a shot | 
gun. Turning around he said to her, | 
“T will kill you.” “Kill me if you can | 
kill me,”’ she replied and fired the con- 
tents of her gun into his face. She 
then kindled a fire burned his body | 
and afterwards buried his bones. 


Coroner’s Evidence. 


Coroner Dr. Braithwatie gave evi- 
dence touching the finding of a few 
small pieces of bones, some of which | 
he could identify as human and others | 
he could not. He identified one little | 
Piece of bone as the “last joint of one. 
of the toes” and another piece as the | 
“end of the human sacrum. The others |

Largest of Any Stock Yards 
in Dominion 


Receipts at the Edmonton Stock 
Yards during the month of September 
were about dowble those for the same 
month last year. There were 7,223 
cattle rought vo the yards in Septem- 
ber of this year as compared with 
4,236 last year; 415 calves as com- 
pared with 446 last year; 2,030 hogs 
as compared with 1,476 in 1917; 546 
sheep compared with 302 Imst year; 
and 686 horses egainm 13 last year. 
This is by far the biggem gain of any 
stock yaris In the dominion, There 
Was an increase at Calgary in re- 
ceipts of cattle of 17,323 againet 11,167 
last year, but hogs were less, while 
sheep and horses were up. Hog re- 
ceipts at the Winnipeg yards were 
nearly out in two this year as com- 
pared with September last year, but 
there were gains in receipts of cattle 
this year. Receipts of hogs at Tor- 
onto were also very much less this 
year for that month. 

Edmonton figures for the year’a re- 
ceipts to date are: 27.477 cattle, 4,106 
calves, $2,495 hogs, 2,270 sheep, and 
2,990 horses.

Non-Taxable Bonds.

The exemption of the bonds from 
taxation was adopted, of course, 
as an indirect means of raising the 
yield to the purchaser above the 
51-2 per cent. level at which the 
bonds are issued, 


The great objection to making 
the bonds non-taxable has been 
that opportunity is thus offered to 
wealthy men to secure their 
wealth against future taxation by 
investing in victory bonds, That 
danger having been ignored, it may 
be somewhat minimised if the dis- 
tribution of the bonds is made gen- 
eral. The larger the amount of 
bonds sold in small blocks, the less 
opportunity millionaires will have 
to convert their wealth into a non- 
taxable form by investing. it in 
these securities, If this particular 
form of security is to be non-tax- 
able the more widely the favor is 
| distributed the less objectionable 
) it will be.

On account of our inability to secure sufficient wheat the output of our 
flour mills during the past year was somewhat less than the previous year, 
the supply of wheat for all Canadian mills being under the contro! of the 
Food Board, which allotted to the mills a proportionate share of wheat that 
was available for the mills to grind. 

The capacity of our cereal mills was increased during the year, the out- 
| put being materially increased, and finding ready sale at satisfactory prices, 

Our trading in grains and other commodities was large and profitable, 
and these profits, together with income from investments, give us nearly sixty 
per cent. of our total profits. 

The turnover for the year was $56,657,117, of which $40,412,848 was on 
the sale of the products of our fiour mills, the profits from the operation 
of which netted us $832,910.50, or only a shade over 206 (2.06%, to be exact), 
on the turnover, a figure which is, indeed, very low, and only possible of 
returning a reasonable profit on account of the very large amount Involved. 
I have particularly drawn this matter to your attention because the impres-
